NON-EXTENSION. 


The common theory of localizing and_sectional- 
izing slavery rests upon a very flimsy and faulty 
basis, Ifnot directly, it is certainly indiree.ly ab- 
surd. As well scek to localize a plague, a deadly 
distemper ora contageous pestilence! An 9ut- 
law is circumscribed in his monstrosities, and 
thefts by no compromise line or legislative barrier. 
He Knows no law and follows no dictation but that 
of his own base and fiendish impulses. Ile main- 
tains he has as much right one side of a given 
line @s the other—a fact po one can reasonably 
contradiet—and he proves the sincerity of his pre- 
tence by plunging continually into new areas, now 
here, now there, pillaging forever. 

The impracticability of non extension, one would 
think, had been.so thorough’y tested in this coun- 
try, already, as t6 destroy all faith in his eflicacy. 
Bargains and compacts with Slavery are fourtd to 
be void, fur they are as easily broken as made. In 
the ease of the famous Lut most inglorious Mis- 
souri Compromise, we have a thorough exemplili- 
cation of the utter treachery of the slave power.—

DR. LORD ON SLAVERY. 


Dr. Lord, President of Dartmouth Coleze, New 
York, has issued a book,in which he maintains the 
fullowing propositions: 

I. ‘It ought to be seriously considered whether 
slavery muy not be of Divine origin, and, of 
course, right in principle, notwithstanding any 
wrong use which has been made of it.’ 


II. ‘That slavery isan institution of God, ac- 
cording to natura! religion., . 

III. ’That slavery is a positive institution of 
revealed religion.’ 


IV. ‘That the holding of slaves, or the carry- 
ing on ofa system of slavery, by civil regulations, 
in accordance with the Divine plan, as understood 
by natural and revealed religion, is not inconsist- 


ed or evjuined by the providence or word of God.’ 


V. ‘Those interpretations of the law of love 
which set it inopposition to slavery, independently 
of its abuses‘ are fallacious, whereves their fallaey 
lies.” 


VI. ‘That there is no more force in objections 
against the institution of slavery, dependently 
ot its abuses, or reason fur confining it within 
geographical limits, than there would be in objec- 
tions tu domestic, civil or ecclesiastical govern- 
ment, because sometimes abused.’ 

VIL ‘That the Nebraska Bill, passed by the 
Congress of 1854, was a politic measure, and suit- 
ed, by extending the area of slavery, to promote 
the best interests of our country.’ 


VIII. ‘It is unwise and hazardous for Christian 
men to denounce or oppose the institution of slave- 
ry itself, in distinction from its abuses, or to give 
encouragement, ditectly or indirectly, to romantic 
or excited persons who would subvert it befure the 
time.’ 

IX. ,Ministers of the Gospel, 
Christian men, should take the 
practices of the abolitionists into serious consid- 
eration, and use the most effectua! means in their 
power to withstand them, and to save the natiyn 

trom their penicious influence.’ 

X. ,Slavery in this nation has been so wicked- 
ly abused by injurious laws and customs, not at 
all neessary to the institution itself. and by with- 
holding from the slaves that which is just and 
equal and properly cue to them in their allotted 
sphere, that the institution has been dishonored, 
and the displeasure of God against the nation itself 
Las been provoked.’ 

XI. ‘Whether a minister of the Gospel who 
has become convinced that slavery is a Divine in- 
stitution, and who could, without conscientious 
misgivings, and with gratitude t » God for such an 
opportunity of benefiting bis degraded and sufer- 
ing creatures, becomes himself a slav eholder, may 
not still hope forthe forgiveness and charity of his 
brethren, though he differs from them in the hou- 
est prufession of his views.’

honor has been so grossly vielated, and whose con- 
fidence has been so ruinously aggrieved, should 
‘ ‘Slavery scetion- 
al, Preedoin national,’ and hug again to its bosom 
the furlorn hope of limiting and localizing Ameri- 
can Slavery! 

The limiting of Slavery is equal ia alsurdity 
to that of restraining the Liquor traffic. The non- 
extension speculation and the license system are 
buth after the same shabby style of political folly. 
The one aims to restrict and the other to restrain 
ar evil, which, so long as it exists, knows no limi 
tation and no law. The theory, in both instances, 
is radically and essentially wrong. If the buying 
and selling of ardent spirits be wrong aay where, 
it is wrong every where. If the buying and sell- 
ing of human beings be wrong ere, it is 
wrong crery where. A change of latitude cannot 
change an immutable principle of right. And 
the reasoning in cither case applies to both. — 
Slaveholding and rumsziling are either the right 
vr wrong. It right, they ave universally right 
and Government has no right to circumseribe or 
‘localize’ them. If wrong, they are universally 
yvrong, aud Government is bound to treat thein as 
crimes and to abolish them.

About twenty years 
since I became a minister jn the “Cumberland 
Presbyterian churel.”” This ecclesiastieal body is 
located at the South-west, and its members have 
been, from the beginning, with few exceptions, de 
cidediy in favor of Slavery. Their General assem- 
ly refuse to legislate on the subject, on the plea 
that, as a spiritual body, they have no cognizance 
of civilmaiters. During the six years of my min- 
isterial labors in) Kentueky, | was known to be 
unfriendly to Slavery, though favoring the scheme 
of Colonization. Sometimes { the 
subject, which made me an object of suspicionand 


prerc hed on 


subjected me to some obloquy, but L met with n 
serious molestation. Yet my removal from my na- 
tive State was owing to my aversion to the prac- 


tice of slaveholding. During my fourteen years’ 
ministry in Princeton, Indiana,l used my liberty to 
preach more freely against Slavery than I had 
done previously. Tencountered no serious oppo- 
sition from my brethren, until the rise of the ex- 
citement growing out of Nebraska question. 
Then they began to that it was a po- 
litical question, Which ought not to come ii 

pulpit. It was notuntil after this Gme that the 
events took place which have involyed me in 
trouble. 

In May, 1854, Thomas Brown of Herderson 
Kentucky, way arresved and imprisoned on suspi 
cion of aiding two female slaves, with their chil- 
dren, to escape from Union county, Ky., into Can- 
ada. An “indignation meeting” way then held, 
and a committe appoinied to notify his wife, with 
her two little danghters, to leave the State within a 
few days, which were specifed, or abide the con- 
sequences. She accordingly removed with her 
children to Indiana, and came to Vrineeton, the 
place of my residence. She was then a stanger 
to me, butof course L befriended her. A know- 
edve of this fact was conveyed to Union county, 
where I had formerly resided, and where Brown 
was imprisoned. This, as] soon learned, occa- 

-sjoned a suspicion that I was somehow connected 
with the eseape of the slaves.

Ani is er o theCumberfand Presbyterian’churcht 
from Kentucky was present during the discussion 
of the resolution relative to Slavery; and imme- 
diately on his return home the court convened that 
sentenced Brown to the Penitentiary fur two yeare 
for abducting slaves, and on the same testiagfony 
the grand jury iinmediately found a bill against me 
for “the crime of «bducting and stealing slaves,” 
&e.—the eccusation referring to the remoral of the 
sume slaves —although 1 had not been in the State 
af Keatucky for sever sl years, 

This action, it will be perceived, accords with the 
doctrine of the Missouri courts—that persons ong 
f the State may be indicted and tried for crimes 
under the laws of the S:ate: a doctrine acted upon 
bya grand jury and governor of Alabama several 
years sinee, in the ease of the late R. G. Williams, 
for whose rendition a requisition was unsuccessful 
ly made on Gov. Marcy, of New Vork, 

Gov. Powell, of Kentucky, accordingly, made a 
requisition of Goy. Wright, of Indiana, requiring 
my delivery to his agent, the same Mr. Gavit, the 
sheriff. who was to hava received four hundred 
dollars for Mr. Brown's conviction, Gov. Wright 
apparently evaded the responsibility of direct ae 
tion by atimely visit to Washington City. His 
private secretary, Mr. Francis King, made out the 
papers: butthe seeretary of State, KE. B. Collins, 
es. vetused toafiix to itthe sealof the State, and 
sien the warrants beeanse he did not believe the 
private secretary to be Governer of the State. On 
the return of Gov. Wright be issued the warrant. 
[have in my possession a certified copy of the 
documents from Kentucky, upon which the war- 
rant was issued, attested by the Indiana seeretary 
of Stare, 

By the concurrent actior of ecclesiastical and

SPEECII OF REY. T. W. HIGGINSON. 

Mr. iligginson, inresponse to & eallrose and 
suid: 

*<Mae. Cuatrmax—The golden moments of this; 
afternoon are fuwn, aud neither I por any one! 
else ought to try to protract them farther. The 
light is fading from our eyes, but I trust the light 
will not soon fade away from our hearts, that have 
been blesseJ by somany noble memories, and 

inade happy by brave and hopeful anticiparions 
from those who, of all others, have the best right 
tu predict our future. 

Ttis good for us to have been here, Sir. I have 
felt it almost every moment of the afternoon; and 
whon I have looked around this hall, and seen al- 
ternately the smiles upon the lips of notle women, , 
and the tears in the eyes of brave men,—seen 
thenas wellas [could fur the closer tears that! 
dimmed my own,—I have felt the same hope 
with the last speaker, that the younger among Us, 
especially those who eannos speak from personal 
memory of the ‘inside’ or the ‘outside’ of this hall, 
on the day we celebrate,—that these young per; 
sons, from this Ar niversary, may at least rekindle 
the enthusiasm of their own seli-devotion. 

Mr. Chairman, one sentence spoken by Mr. Gar- 
rison sunk deep into my heart this afiernoon;— 
‘things are so changed around us,’ he said. It is 
not for me here and row to question one word of 
his; but my heart asked my intellect, Are things 
eo changed, after all? Is the Massachusetts of 
1855 so transfurmed from the Massachusetts of 
1835? Is State street so utterly changed new from 
what it was when it poured forth its base-hearted 
mrriads then 2?
